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Objects of Interest iii Hie Sky. 


Th<T~pTaneTs now visible in tiif caM 
are, in the order in which they-ascend. 
Saturn, Jupiter, and Mars. 
Saturn is 
in the constellation Aries, tho first in 
the circle of the zodiac. 
You can 
recognize this constellation by two stars 
a few degrees northwest of Saturn, one 
of which has a little companion near it. 
The brightest of these is Ariot is, a very 
famous star, and exceedingly useful to 
sailors. It is said that a navigator, lost 
in an unknown sea, could at once deter­ 
mine his position and his distance from 
any harbor on the earth by measuring 
the distance between Arietis and the 
moon. Next cast of Aries is Taurus, in 
which Jupiter now shines. 
Taurus, is 
known by the cluster of the Pleiades, 
and the V-shaped ll vade s in which rose- 
red 
Aldebaran 
shines pre-eminent. 
Further east are the Twins, mark oil by 
two bright stars of equal magnitude, 
Castor and Pollux. 
Castor is a splen­ 
did object in the telescope, as it consists 
of two suns, one white and the other 
light green.

The Clock Discase. 


It is natural that a man should take a 
warm interest in his^ wateh? that he 
should palliate or deny its faults, and 
ascribe to it an accuracywhich it rarely 
possesses. This regard for one's own 
watch is essentially the same passion as 
love for one's countiy. A map is a pa­ 
triot not because his native land is betr 
ter than any other land, but because it 
is his native land. He loves his watch 
not because it is necessarily a good 
watch, but because it is his personal 
property. Which passion is the strong­ 
er—love of country or love of watch— 
only a bold man would venture to de­ 
cide. 
The habit of wearing a watch has its 
disadvantages, though they are of no 
great consequence. 
If a man has a 
really good watch he is apt to exhibit 
his pride in a rather oppressive way, 
and to !)ecomc unpleasantly self-right­ 
eous. He invariably convinces himself 
that the accuracy of his watch is some­ 
thing that is greatly to his credit, and 
that it renders him morally better than 
other men. By some curious process 
he conies to consider the accuracy of 
his watch as one of his own moral qual­ 
ities, ranking at least as high as honesty 
or veracity. 
Thus he never replies, 
when asked what is the time, “ My 
watch says that it is ll o’clock,” orwhat- 
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ivs 
ever the hour may be, but his invariable 
answer is, “ I am 9 o’clock.” There 
can be no doubt that the watch-owner 
really looks upon his watch as one of 
his bodily organs, and he resents any 
imputation that may be made upon it as 
testily as he would resent the suggestion 
that his lungs are discased or that his 
liver is out of order. 
These results of watch-wearing are 
trivial in comparison with the painful 
and sometimes terrible results that fol­ 
low too great familiarity with clocks. 
The existence of a well-defined discase, 
named by its discover, Hr. Charles T. 
Mendux, morbus horologe us % has recent­ 
ly been demonstrated, and its origin 
and nature thoroughly defined. It seems 
strange 
that the 
watch should bo 
comparatively harmless in its effects, 
while a clock, which is a machine of es­ 
sentially the same nature, should pro­ 
duce a* painful and dangerous discase, 
but we arc compelled to yield to the 
force of Dr. Mendax’s reasoning, and 
to admit the deleterious influence of 
clocks. 
The first symptom of the clock dis­ 
ease is a desire on the part of the pa­ 
tient to provide himself with an unnec­ 
essary quantity of clocks. It will not 
do to say that the disease originates in 
an excess of clocks, for the first symp­ 
tom manifests itself prior to the buying 
by the patient of his second clock, and 
his subsequent prodigality in clocks is 
purely symptomatic. I dually he buys 
three or four clocks within the first six 
months of his attack, and within a year 
he provides every room in his house 
with its especial clock. Thus far the 
one symptom which has manifested 
itself is regarded by all who know the 
aillicted man as harmless, or, at worst, 
merely as a piece of childish extrava­ 
gance. When, however, he has bought 
all the clocks that his house will readily 
hold, the virulence of the discase rapid­ 
ly increases. 
The unfortunate man soon begins Jo 
try to make ail his clocks keep exact 
time. Of course, this is impossible, but 
in his diseased state he does not recog­ 
nize the impossibility. 
He fancies that 
if he sets the parlor clock back a little, 
and puts tho hands of the sparc-room 
clock forward, and shortens the pendu­ 
lum of the dining-room clock, he can 
secure unanimity among them. 
His 
constant failures do not discourage him, 
but only induce him to give more time 
and attention to his clocks. 
He is con­ 
stantly sending this or that clock to the 
watchmaker’s to be cleaned, arui he 
spends hours in wandering from room 
to room testing his clocks, and trying to 
regulate them. 
In this vain pursuit he 
neglects his business and deprives him­ 
self of sleep. His temper next begins 
to suffer. He becomes irritable and will 
tolerate on the part of his family or 
friends no allusions to tho bad qualities 
of any of his clocks. No matter in what 
he may be engaged, the striking of a 
clock will instantly cause him to jump 
up and run to regulate a delinquent 
timc-piece. The day comes when cither 
the miserable man sinks into a profound 
melancholy and takes to his bed, never 
again to leave it, or his friends are com­ 
pelled to remove him as a hopeless lun­ 
atic to an insane asylum. 
Such is the clock discase. 
It is in­ 
duced, according to Dr. Mendax, by the 
regular and monotonous ticking of the 
ordinary clock. This sound exercises a 
peculiar and injurious inlluence upon 
the nerves, and through the nerves upon 
the brain. Thus while the clock disease 
often produces hopeless insanity, it is 
not primarily a brain discase, but be­ 
longs to that great family of nervous 
diseases which arc the curse of our 
country and the despair of doctors. The

with a pale, ashy light, which is 
ected to it from the earth.

upon its night side and been faintly re­ 
flected back to the earth again. 
Southeast of Taurus is Orion, which 
needs no description. The three stars 
in the giant’s belt, sometimes called 
Jacob’s staff, point to the splendid 
Sirius, or the dog star. 
The Romans 
used to sacrifice a dog to Sirius every 
year, and almost every nation of ancient 
times had some superstition about the 
power and influence of this star. If you 
possess a telescope you can spend many 
pleasant evenings among the stars of 
Orion, which, on account of its splendid 
appearance and its richness in telescopic 
objects, has been called the California 
of th* sky. 
Northeast of the Twins is the Chariot­ 
eer, a constellation which is made con­ 
spicuous by the beauty of its principal 
star, Capella. 
All eyes were turned to 
Capella last summer, when it served as 
a sign-post to point out the path of two 
comets in succession. 
The constellations that circle about 
the North Pole, such as the Great Bear, 
Andromeda, Cassiopeia and Perseus, 
hardly need a description, since they 
■are constantly visible, and their out­ 
lines must be familiar to all who pay 
any attention to the evening sky. Those 
which are now seen setting soon after 
sundown^Ahe Scorpion, Bootes, Lyra, 
the Eagle, and others—we pointed out 
last summer when they were the reign­ 
ing beauties of the night.—X V. Sun. 


Preserving Aatumn Leaves. 


Last fall, writes a correspondent of 
the Ladles' Floral Cabinet, was particu­ 
larly rich in bright-colored leaves. I 
entered into the business of preserving 
them with great ardor, and have been 
well repaid for my trouble. All winter 
my room was brilliant with their gay 
colors, and they are still as beautiful as 
when I broke them from the trees. 
Whefi pressed, leaves of a solid color 
do not have as striking an effect as those 
with green or yellow centers slightly 
touched with crimson on the cages. 
Young maple trees usually have brighter 
foliage than those of maturer growth. 
Oak leaves, if sought early,, are some­ 
times found of great brilliancy, and 
these are particularly pretty because of 
their graceful form. 
Handsomer decorative effects are pro­ 
duced with boughs or twigs than with 
detached leaves. Three or four grace­ 
ful branches form a very handsome cor­ 
nice for lace curtains, and there is no 
richer frame for a somber old engraving 
than a few sprays of many-colored 
maple leaves, or a cluster of graceful 
oak leaves. 
The houghs themselves 
form a pretty picture 
if tastefully I 
grouped and nailed against a white or | 
delicately tinted wall. 
Quite large 
,boughs may be pressed between news 
papers, two thicknesses of newspapers 
.between each bough. The papers must 
!be changed every day for about ten 
days, or the leaves will mildew and lose 
all their brightness. Some people pre­ 
fer coarse brown paper, as that need be 
changed only once in two days. 
< After the leaves are dry, sprinkle 
them with. resin -and pass a hot iron 
over them. Be careful not to have the 
iron too hot, or the leaves will shrive 
up. Resin gives a slight but very beau- 
tira! gloss to the leaves, and preserves

A souvenir of the Electrical Exposi­ 
tion in Paris has been brought to this 
country by the Hon. Strickland Kneass, 
of the Pennsylvania I railroad, who has 
been I jealously guarded it since his return from 
ordi-1 his European tour. 
It is a life-like 
drawing of the shoulders, head, face 
and mouth of an officer of the French 
Grenadier Guards, wffiich was transmit­ 
ted a considerable distance by electrici­ 
ty. The drawing is about six inches 
long by three wife, on ordinary white 
paper, and the method of executing 
this remarkable feat was in this wise: 
The original sketch was made by hand 
in the form of dots, metallic ink being 
used. The sheet wus then placed on a 
table directly under the pointer of an 
ordinary telegraph wire. This pointer

was moved rapidly to and fro over the 
drawing, a receiver at the other end be­ 
ing worked in precisely lite same way. 
Each time that the pointer comes in 
contact with the metallic ink dots the 
circuit was closed, and a corresponding 
impression made upon a piece of paper 
at the other end of the line. This pro­ 
cess wTas continued until every dot had 
been carried over the wires, and the 
transmission was so perfect that without 
a distinguishing mark tho person who 
made the original drawing could not 
have told one from the other. Tho 
words “Parteouneaux, First llrigadier 
de Paris” were also transmitted in fac­ 
simile. During the session of the Con­ 
gress letters were also written and trans­ 
mitted by electricity, and signatures to 
cheeks and notes of hand are now being 
forwarded hundreds of miles in the 
same manner in the sister Republic.— 
Philadelphia Record.
